BACK TO EXISTENCE.

Details of Parmenter Murder 
by Mexican Bandits. 


Angeleno’s Desperate Fight, 
Back Against Wall.

to the wall in a lonely canyon in 
Mexico against a horde of bandits, 
John Glenn Parmenter, a Los Angeles 
mining man, was slain while attempt- 
ing to protect the property of the com- 
pany by which he was employed. 
News of the death of young Par- 
menter Was published exclusively in 
The Times of June 16, last. and was 


conveyed in a-telegram from the De- 
partment of State to his parents at 
their residence, No. 1566 West Thirty- 
seventh place, tos Angeles. No de- 
tails of the death were received, and, 
although the grief-stricken parents 
have communicated with the depart- 
ment at Washington, the American 
Consul in the district in Mexico and 
used every effort to obtain particu- 
lars of their son's murder, the first 
detailed news is contained in a letter 
just received by them from à friend 
of Mr. Parmenter. It is dated at 
Guadalajara, May 28, and was sent

Mr. Parmenter was employed at the 
El Favor mines in the Guadalajara dis- 
trict, J. H. Nelson being the man- 
and Messrs. McCloud and Me- 
Cormick the other two white men at 
the mine. According to the letter 
the four white men were surprised 
and overpowered while they slept at 
2 o'clock on the morning of May 
17, by seventeen bandits, who carried 
a large quantity of concentrate, but 
did not harm the men at the mine. 

A few daye later Mr. Nelson was 
called to G by the serious 
Umess of his wife. On his way the 
two guards who accompanied Mr. Nel- 
son were slain by Villista soldiers and 
Mr. Nelson made a prisoner. He suc- 
ceeded in making his escape under 
cover of darkness and reached Guada- 
lajara in an exhausted condition. 

On the morning of May 26. Mr. 
Parmenter, with a guard of ten VII- 
lista soldiers, started to convey the 
remaining stock of concentrate at the 
mine to the Cinco Minas mining camp 
for safety. In a lonely canyon the 
party was attacked by an ovVer- 
whelming force of bandits under a 
famous bandit chief. With his back 
to the wall, Mr. Parmenter put up a 
desperate resistance, killing one ban- 
dit and wounding several others bo- 
fore he fell with four bullets through 
his body. Two of the Villista soldiers 
were slain and the other eight made 
prisoners by the bandits. 

The body was later recovered and 
interred in the cemetery at El Favor 
until it can be transferred to the 
American cemetery at Guadalaiara, A 
reward of $5000 has been offered for 
the capture of the bandit chief, but 
the letter states that his capture will 
be difficult, as the Villista and Car- 
ranza soldiers are engaged in a strug- 
gle for the possession of the district. 

Although official representations of 
the circumstances of the murder have 
been made tothe Department of State 
in Washington by the American Vice- 
consul, Dr. Will B. Davis, of Guadala- 
jara, apparently no steps have been 
taken by this government in the mat- 
ter and, as stated, the parents of the 
murdered man have not even been 
able to receive details of his death 
through government sources. 

The letter states that Mr. Nelson, 
manager of the El Favor mines, is 
preparing to remove his wife to the 
United States as soon as possible, but 
that it is a difficult task to get out of

NE person was killed and nine 

were injured, one of them 

noon in three accidents, all of which 

involved automobiles.

To this 
end it is virtually necessary that the Ger- 
man people should take charge of their own 
nation. The Tirpits-Falkenhayn-Reventiow 
type of anti-statesman must at last be sent 
to the rear, even as the like in -Eagland 
were sent after the Boer war. War will not 
dispose of them. Law must be the func- 
tion of democratic control. Men of like pur- 
pose can meet on equal terms. Mutual re- 
spect, mutual aid and mutual understanding 
yield terms of lasting peace. 

Whatever the immediate response of Ger- 
many, our duty is the same, to keep in view 
the primal necessity of friendship with the | 
German nation as with all other nations; to 
co-operate so far as may be with the law- 
abiding elements in all. We may disregard 
the chicane of rival foreign offices. War at 
the most is a temporary spasm. Friendship 
should outlast it; and “there is no finality 
among friends.”

With gold flowing into our country 
from every source, and nearly 1300, 
900,000 lying idle in the Reserve 
banks, what sense fs there in any of 
these Federal Reserve Bank notes ex- 
isting? 

When the bill was passed it was 
said that the notes were to be used 
only in emergency, but it now appears 
that they are to be made a part of 
our currency, and that in these south- 
ern branches the base is the credit 
of the northern banks, a ‘little gold,

GRASSHOPPER PEST. 
[LOCAL CORSESPOVDENCE. } 


OXNARD, June 26.—Coynty ald in 


the extermination of the grasshoppers 
that for several years have damaged 
crops on the Broome ranch in the 
southeast part of the county has been 
asked by those farming the lands next 
to the hills, It proposed to plow 
up the breeding grounds of the insects 
and expose the eggs to insect enemies 
and the weather so that most of them 
will be destroyed. 

The, breeding grounds of the grass- 
hoppefs cover about 300 acres in the 
hills and there are millions of grass- 
hoppers there. In the spring when 
range in the hills get short the young 
hoppers, before they can fly, come 
down to feast on the crops. Later on 
the mature insects make another trip 
to the feeding grounds. 

A. A. Brock, county horticulturist, 
and I. N. French, assistant for the 
section, who are studying the matter, 
believe it is within the range of pos- 
sibility that conditions particularly 
favorable to the development of the 
grasshoppers might ensue and an im- 
mense swarm come from these hills 
to the beet, bean and hay land below, 
destroying the crops. 

CANNING APRICOTS.

POMONA, June 26.—Apricot can- 
ning will be begun here on the first 
day of July, at which time one if 
not both of the local canning fac- 
tories will open for the summer run. 
The new Pomona Valley Canning 
Company announces that it 
with a daily capacity of 60.000 
cans. More than 600 expert fruit 
slicers and machine operators will be 
employed in this one establishment, 
and the estimated cost of labor for 
the summer run is $30,000. 

The apricot crop is heavy, but the 
fruit is not as smooth as was expected, 
so the pack will probably not be above 
the average. peach crop is about 
an average, but the size of the pack 
is somewhat in doubt, for the can- 
neries report that they have but few 
advance orders, owing to a big hold- 
over supply thrown on thé market at 
bargain prices by the canning com- 
panies elsewhere in the State.
